Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to Amendment and Remarks filed 6/25/09. 
Claims 18-23, 25-27, 29-34, 39, 40, 43, 45-67 (now renumbered claims 1-41) are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-23, 25-27, 29-34, 39, 40, 43, 45-67 (now renumbered claims 1-41) are 
allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

(A) Claims 18-23, 25-27, 29-34, 39, 40, 43, 45-67 (now renumbered claims 1-41) are 
directed towards a method and system for health assessment and monitoring. 

The closest prior art of record Lewis (5059127) and Ware (Ware et al. (Ware, Jr., 
John E., Jakob Bjorner, and Mark Kosinski, Dynamic Health Assessments: The Search 
for More Practical and More Precise Outcomes Measures, The Quality of Life 
Newsletter, January 1999-April 1999) teach computerized adaptive testing and the 
concept of varying thresholds during the administration of a test. 
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However, the closest prior art of record does not teach the varying of thresholds 
after each question in order to dynamically modify the test. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
